Voder tbe old rate jf taxation, that city 
I |i&.993.tB laet year. Voder IBs 
. and wltb the loereaae la ae- 
veluatloDs, Newark will reeelve 
be same, source this year, pro¬ 
vided tbe local tax rauremalas at 92.27, 
tbe same as It was laet year, a toUJ of 
•17,902.66, or an toerease la revenue of 
•11,919.24. This le quIU a subetaotlal 
sum, but tbe permanent increase will 
not be nearly so large. AfUr tbU year,
